Our Washington correspondent gives us 
in his dispatch this morning full particu- 
lars of the dreadful tragedy which startled 
the national capital yesterday.

Juc ge Craddock’s Speech. 

The speech recently delivered at La- 
grange, Kentucky, by Judge Crappocaz, 
is presented to our readers this morning as 
avery able exposition of that view ot 
Democratic principle and policy which 
not only antagonizes. the position of the 
Cournrmr-JovuRNAL but, in our opinion, re- 
jects the advice tendered by the Democrats 
in Congress. The open family question 
that is now agitating the Democratic 
mind, in this one State at least, should be 
studied from every stand-pomt, and deci- 
ded at last without an appeal to past bias 
or present passion; and therefore it shall 
not be our fault it the discussion displays 
less of judicial calmness than of polemi- 
cal strategy. 

As it is impossible m one briet article to 
notice all the minor points of this speech, 
our present comments will be confined to 
the core of the question at wsue. It isnot 
a question of constitutional law or of po- 
litical creed. It involves and can compro- 
mise nothing of that kind. It is not a 
question whether the Thirteenth and Fit- 
teenth amendments were rightfully and in 


by which their adoption was secured, and 
deplored the deprivation of State autonomy 
which they involved. Instead of being a 
question of abstract right or of legal inter 
pretation ft is a plain, question 
as to the work which duty imposes on the 
party in the present situation of the coun- 
try. Shall the good whieh the Democratic 
organization can do be obstimately left un 
dope because we cannot at the same time 
realize all the bright dreams of the past and 
convert a whole lumber-yard of Demo- 
cratic platforms into positive laws?

The Commercial seems to feel the prese- 
ing need of a bloody shirt or so where- 
with to fire the African heart. Its cager- 
ness for the occurrence of a few “das- 
\tardly outrages upon colored men” 
‘imereases day by day aa. the election 
approaches. It would probably give more 
tor a glimpse at the corpses of a few mur- 
dered negroes than it pays for all its tele- 
grants. It there were only a ‘rampant 
Kuklux organization in our midst the po- 
litical outlook would be far more comfort- 
ing to the patriotic feelings of the 
Commercial. But its electioneering 
enterprise is not to be balked by the 
‘imactivity of the roughs. It “hears” that 
Senator Revats has been ejected trom a 
Louisville street car, when nothing oo- 
‘curred here to wound the sensibilities of 
that great lawgiver except the shy cool- 
ness of the white Radicals and the fact 
that the candidates of his party were 
investing their spare hali-dollars in Prus- 
sian sympathies instead of lecture tickets. 
Next it “hears” that some unknown man 
over in Indiana has announced himself 
in a crowd of strangers as a.citizen of 
Lebanon Junction, Ky., and has declared 
that the Democrats of his neghborhood 
had organized for the purpose of slangh- 
tering every negro who tries to vote on 
election day. In this appalling remor it 
finds @ theme as fruittul of buncembe ed- 
itorials as the Franco-Prussian war. 

Making every allowance for the extra- 
ordinary means necessary to render the 
colored voters enthusiastic in their oppo- 
sition to the white population and in their 
‘support of the old slave speculators and 
patrollers nominated by the Radicals in 
nearly all the counties, we submit that this 
method of suggesting violence by anticipa- 
uon, and rasping the race feelings of the 
imprudent on both sides, is not conducive 
to the peace which the Radicals profess to 
desire. We do not believe that there will 


‘the State to the polling of a single negro 
vote in accordance with the law.
